F.luort, Daughterof Mrs. Elizabeth Elliot, of the 
Parith of St George’s Hanover Square, was carried to be buried 
in the Church-yard of the Parith of Farnborough, in the County 
of Kent, cn Sunday July the z7th, 1740, and all the Fees de- 
mandéed were on Saturday the Day betore paid, but when the 
Corpfe was carried into the faid Town ot F:rnborough, with a 
proper Certificate under the Hand ot Mr. Job Jeffirys, Sexton 
of the atorefaid Parith of Sc. George’s Hanover Square, report. 
ing the Difeafe of which the faid Flizabech Elliott died; and 
to che Truth of which the faid Jefferys has fince made an Af. 
fidavit before a Coron of the faid County, The Rev. Mr 
Oidfield, Curate of Farnborough, refufed to bury the faid 
C orpfe, unlelsan extraordinary 68 8d. was paid bim, which, 
@ oy romiea, he, the faid Curate, delay'd burying the-faid 
Gorpte for above three Quarters of an Hour, faying, be did not 
Know whether the faid Corpfe was not murdered, or whether 
fhe, che faid Corpie, didnot make away qith herfelf, or whe- 
ther there was any Thing in the Coffin or not. This Difpute 
<aufed a tumultuous Number of People to rife, who on Mon- 
day July the 26th, 1740. in the Day-time, did, in a riotous
